“Floor stocks both of used and 
new cars are in good condition in 
most parts of the country. Buyers 
of many automobiles are beginning! 
to find that. they must place their 
wants well in advance of the date 
of which they wish delivery. 

“Automobile production is ad- 
vancing, but not all of the spring 
and summer business can be taken 
care of at once. April production 
will be well ahead of March. 

“The 4,000,000 cars which were 
built seven years ago are going into 
the discard and the public is com- 
ing into the salesrooms looking for 
replacements. 

“There is no more serviceable and 
satisfactory business than the auto- 
mobile trade. It has its difficulties 
because the job of supplying trans- 
ortation has never been a routine 
usiness and requires constructive 
intelligence. 

“The automobile business has an 
advantage over more prosaic forms 
of transportation in that the per- | 
sonal individual appeal of the car 
meets the desire of the human be- 
ing to refresh his point of view with 
the adventure of new scenes. That 
is why every family, in fact every 
adult, wants a motor car-and will 
work in order to have one.

JTROIT, April 25.—After ex- 

haustive tests at the General 
Motors proving grounds near this 
city, the new Opel four-cylinder 
car is being placed in production 
at the Opel plant in Germany.

Kenosha Used Car Prices 
Standardized by Dealers 


ENOSHA, Wis., April 25.—Wis- 

consin used car sales are keep- 
ing pace with the new car regis- 
trations, showing a higher propor- 
tien of the latter to new car sales 
than in many months, according 
to an analysis of tabulations from 
the motor vehicle licensing depart- 
ment of the secretary of state’s 
office. 

The increase in fees for the first 
three months showed a 300 per cent. 
rise over the average for the twelve 
months of 1929 reflected brighten- 
ing prospects for the year. In the 
pores from January 1, 1929, to April 
, 1929, the total collections were 
$7,029,797.46, compared with $7,998,- 
628.64 for the same period in 1930, 
nearly a million dollars more. 

Used car stocks of the nine lead- 
ing dealers in Kenosha carry out the 
same trend existing throughout the 





state. Each reports less used cars On | 
hand now than at last year at this 
time. The reductions range from 
11 to 52 per cent. Used cars on hand 
at the present time represent the 
slow-moving values for the most 
part, with the better cars having 
gone out earlier in the season. Deal- 
ers are maintaining low levels on 
new cars. 

Through a tentative agreement 
among members of the Kenosha 
Automotive Dealers Association, all 
prices on used cars have been placed 
on a standard basis, with levels 
lower at this time than at any time 
since January 1. Individual owners 
are being encouraged to shop around 
with their used cars for trade-in 
values, and advertising columns in 
the local peewee carry many offer- 
ings by the owners themselves to 
dispose of their cars and relieve the 
dealers of trade-in deals.

used car stocks in the hands 
of dealers are from 30 to 60 per 
cent. lower today than for the

N a recent bullet 
I Simonds Saw and Steel Company and one of the sound- 
est commentators on. economic movements that we have, has 
a number of interesting things to say about present business 
and industrial conditinas. 

Mr. Simonds ealls attention to the fact that major move- 
ments in industrial production are invariably preceded by 
corresponding movements in money rates reversed, meaning 
that low money encourages industrial activity and high 
money discourages it. He shows also that major movements 
in stock prices are similarly preceded by major movements 
reversed. The table which is reproduced 






























































in money rates 
herewith indicates the up and down movements of money 
rates, stock prices and industrial production and makes 
clear Mr. Simonds’ point: 
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In summing up Mr. Simonds offers a reassurance to 


those who have become discouraged because business and 
industrial activity has not yet turned up and are fearful 
because stock prices and speculation have been so rapidly 
increasing. Increasing stock prices when money rates are 
low, Mr. Simonds points out, are evidence that buyers and 
their advisers realize that improving business is not far off, 
basing their belief on past experience and economic law. 
He also calls attention to another condition from which those 
interested in industry may glean further comfort. Improve- 
ment in stock prices invariably precedes the upward ten- 
dency in industrial activity. The interval may run from 
three months to a year. In 1924 stock prices turned upward 
three months before ifidustrial production. In 1926 stock 
prices improved in the spring and industrial activity did not 
definitely swing upward until the fall of 1927, an abnormally 
long interval. Mr. Simonds believes that stock prices will 
continue to improve during 1930, with minor reactions, for 
six to twelve months before industrial activity makes its 
cyclical turn upward. 

Now the upward movement of stock prices began last 
November, practically the day after the last tremor of the 
earthquake had been felt. Since then stocks have climbed 
steadily. That means that the movement has been under way 
for very nearly six months. It is a fact that broke ‘age 
houses expect the upward movement in stocks to be vastly 
accelerated during the coming summer. Many of them have 
ordered all employees to take vacations, so as to be back on 
the job by July 1. If this rapid stock acceleration takes 
place as expected it is highly probable that it will carry 
industrial activity with it. The coming fall ought to see 
industrial production at normal speed. Furthermore, during 
the months that intervene there should be a gradual accelera- 
tion in business, even allowing for the usual seasonal 
slackening during the summer months.

MINING EXPERTS 
PREDICT AMPLE 
CASOLINE SUPPLY 
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AUTOMOBILE owners need not 
‘a fear a shortage of : Lotor fuel, 
accord to Thomas T. ‘ad, Vin- 
ton professor of mining e ngineering 
in Colu a Univ ersity. Prof. Read 
foresees the possibility that the 
aut nobel s of the future may not 
require liquid fuel.

“The only people who have 
grounds for immediate igs Prof. 
Re ad declared, “are the pet eum 
refiners, who in 1929 made 42 20,000. 
000 gallons more gasoline than they 
could sell, and sO had to add it to 
their already large stock. 

“It is true that it has been esti- 
mated by scholarly observers that 
we possess only one-fifth of the 


world’s tote 11 supply of petroleum, al- 
though we have furnished over two- 
thirds of all that has so far been 
consumed, and that last year’s out- 
put was about one-twentieth of all 
we have obtainable. But nobody 
can be certain as to how much is 
obtainable. 


“The wells drilled two or three 
vears ago did not average over 
2.500 feet in depth, while now en- 
gineers are talking confidently of 
drilling to 10,000 feet. Some welis 
are almost that deep already. In 
addition, not more than a third of 
the oil in the ground comes out of 
the well, though practice in that 


regard is improving. 
“After we get the petroleum, 
a little over 


only 


verted into gasoline at present 
prices, but with the incentive of 
higher prices it probably could be 


made to yield nearly twice as much. 
We could stand hjgher prices for 
gasoline if we got more work out 
of it, for at present not more than 
one-tenth of the energy in the gas- 
oline is turned into useful work and 
scarcely more than a twentieth of 
it in the actual job of propelling 
the machine along the road. 

“When you multiply those fac- 
tors successively, it is clear that 
there is much possibility that auto 
fuel will go further and therefore 
last longer than has been prophe- 
sied. 

“Gasoline is not the only possible 
fuel for automobiles, for the re- 
search men and manufacturers 
have many other ‘strings to their 
bow.’ Motor fuel can be produced 
by the hydrogenation of coal, and 
the Leuna plant in Germany hoped 
to produce 100,000,000 gallons in 
that way last vear. Even in the face 
of the fact that more ordinary gaso- 
line is being made than can be sold, 
a number of possibilities of substi- 
tute liquid fuels are being studied 


and encouraging progress is being 
made. 

“Finally, there is the possibility 
that the automobile of the future 


may not require liquid fuel. It seems 
improbable now, but not more im- 
probable than flving through the 
air seemed thirty vears ago. 

“So there is no need for worry. 
Many competent investigators are 
giving these problems careful study 
and the worst that can happen to a 


motor-using public would be : 
gradual rise in the cost of their 
motor fuel. This would not be a 


serious matter, for annual depreci- 
ation on the average automobile. is 
more than its yearly fuel bill and 
by being less responsive to changing 
designs, since every automobile sold 
now is a good machine. the motor- 
ist’s pocketbook would not suffer 
after all.”
